What are the key issues facing the City of Hamilton? 

What is your picture of Hamilton in the future? 

How do we get to the future you envision? 

What five words should describe Hamilton in the future? 


What features (i.e., more flowers, pedestrian malls etc.) have you seen in other cities 
that you would like Hamilton to have?
